New Delhi, the 17th April 1965 

No. 902, dated 5th Apr. 1965.— In this Ministry’s Notifica- 
tion No. 889, dated 23rd April, 1962 published in Part I. Sec- 
tion 3 of the Gazette of India, dated 5th May, 1962, the 
following amendments may be made : — 

(I) For the existing para 7 substitute the following : — 

"7. Age limit 

(a) A candidate must have attained the age of 20 years 
and must not have attained the age of 25 years on 
die first day of August of the year in which the 
examination is held. 

(b) The upper age-limit mentioned at (a) above will be 
relaxable up to 30 years in case of the following : — 

(i) A candidate who holds substantively a perma- 
nent post under the Enginecr-in-Chicf, Army 
Heirs. This relaxation will not be admissible to 
a probationer appointed against a permanent post 
in the Department during the period of his 
probation; 

(n) A candidate who has been continuously in tem- 
porary service under the Fngineer-in-Chief, Army 
Headquarters for at least 3 years. 

Provided that no candidate shall be permitted, under the relaxa- 
tion of the upper age-limit mentioned at (b) above, to com- 
pete more than three times at the examination. 

(c) The upper age-limit prescribed above will be further 
relaxable— 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe; 

tii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate 
is a bona fide displaced person from East Pakis- 
tan and has migrated to India on or after 
January 1, 1964; 


tvii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa. 
Daman and Diu; and 

(vm) up to a maximum of thiee years if a candidate 
is of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar). 

N.li. {I ) — If this examination is a combined examination for 
the purpose of making appointments to more than 
one service or post, a candidate shall be deemed 
to have competed at the examination once for all 
the Services/Posts ordinarily covered by the exami- 
nation if he competes for any one or more of the 
Services/postS. 

A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears In any 
one or more subjects. 

N.l). (II) — The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under the age concession men- 
tioned at (b) above, is liable to be cancelled, if, 
after submitting his application, he resigns from 
service or his services arc terminated by his depart- 
ment, either before or after taking the examination. 
He will, however, continue to be eligible if he is 
retrenched from the service or post after submitting 
his application for the examination. 

A candidate who, after submitting his application to the 
Engineer-in-Chief, Army Headquarters, is transferred to other 
department/ office, will be eligible to compete under the age 
concession mentioned at (b) above for appointment to the 
service, for which he would have been eligible but for his 
transfer, provided his application is forwarded by the Engineer- 
in-Chicf, Army Headquarters.
